The  three  masted  schooner,  Harold

The  Harold  is 
360  tons  burthen,  and  is  rated  A  1 
for  15  years.  Her  dimensious  are — 
131  feet  keel,  34  ft  beam,  tt  ft.  6  in- 
ches depth  of  hold,  length  over  all  141 
ft.  Her  fr.tm  *  is  of  white  oak  with  hard 
pine  planking  and  oak  wales.  She  is 
copper  fastened  throughout.  Her  cabin 
is  finished  in  hard  wood,  with  Brussels 
c.irpeting  and  all  the  modern  conven- 
iem.es.  She  was  launched  completely 
fitted  for  sea,  and  was  immediately 
towed  tu  U  jston, whence  she  left  Thurs- 
day for  Now  York  to  take  cargo.  She 
is  destined  for  the  coasting  and  West 
India  trade.  The  Harold  B,  Cousens 
is  named  for  the  youngest  son  of  Mr. 
C.  A.  Cousens  of  Cohasset,  who  owns 
the  largest  interest  in  her  ;  the  other 
shares  are  owned  mainly  in  Cohasset 
a>  I  Scituatc.  Captain  AlonzoSmi:h,of 
Cohasst-i,  i.s  commander,  and  Chas.  II. 
Cousens,  agrnt.  Many  of  the  owneis 
with  their  friends  attended  the  lauitch.

OF  WHAT  USE  ARE  FLOWERS? 

Ttali  seems  to  be  »  very  ►lmpls  question. 
It  h  one,  howuvrr.  which  cannot  be  an 
•wriwi  In  a  few  words.  A  Rreat  deal  of 
thought  may  he  given  to  it. 

The  beautlfnl  and  ahswy  flower* 

ticed.  hut  lhti-r  aie  of  th«  most 
man.  Iu  summer,  while  walkioc  Ihrongh 
the  sroods  and  fl  IJj  or  ua«*iog  by  gard. 
one  ia  but  apt  to  slop  aud  llilnk  of  the  < 
they  perf»mi.  One  of  the  moat  Important 
of  th»»e  uses  it  that  of  producing  the  np-- 
Ubles  and  from  which  form  such  a  large 
part  ef  «ur  f  >od. 

The  hlos-oms  of  the  fruit  trees  are  very 
beautiful  and  shewy,  while  at  the  same 
lliaethey  aiv  |ierfunolng  a  very  Important 
use  for  manUnd.  The  «i>p!c  trees  are,  per- 
baps,  the  most  showy  as  tbe  flowers  are  the 
largest  but  I  think  the  blowm.  or  the  ua- 
tlve  prach  is  Hie  most   beautiful.    In  a 
greater  part  of  the  varieties  of  peach  trees 
which  have  been  graft,  d  tbe  flowers  hi 
very  small  corolla.  s<>  that  at  n  shoit  d 
tancelrom  the  trees  Uiey  rannot  be  >e 
It  l<  very  aeldom  Ibat  lb«  native  pearh  is 
seen  with  small  flu* er>.  while  only  a  ' 
varieties  of  tbe  grafted  trees  hate  s] 
flowers.  The  pear,  cherry  and  plnoi 
have  quite  attractive  blossoms  The 
beanlifol  time  of  the  year  is  when  all 
fruit-trees  are  iu  bloom  and  tbe  orchard* 
look  like  Immense  Uusrer  gaidena.  From 
the  flowers  many  kinds  of  |>ei  fumes  and  oils 
produced.    In  some  parts  of  Europe 
large  areas  of  land  ire  devoted  wholly 
cultivation  ol  flowers  from  which  t' 
fumes  and  oils  are  ohuinwl.   Some  of 
flowers  which  are  cultivated  for  Ibis 
rpuae  are  the  rose,  lavender,  jairuli 
:ube-re«e,  etc.   Parts,  London  and  a  f 
aronnd  the  Jfcdltemoeao  S>  a  are  1 
at  the  preseut  time  wh^re  the  per- 
fuuies  are  made  tn-sit  extensively. 

The  Greeks  us  d  perfumes  In  large  quan- 
titles.  They  also  imparted  a  flavor  to  their 
wine*  by  lorn-log  la  them  rase,  violet,  hya- 
cinths aud  other  fl  iwers, 

A  great  many  of  the  wild  flowers  are 
gathered,  dried  and  sold  for  medii  Inc.  Tbe 
poppy  is  cultivated  for  Its  medicinal  prop,  r- 
lies.  Wheu  the  flowers  are  fresh  tbey  con- 
white  substance  wblchhas  tbe  power 
of  prodnciog  sleep.  The  capsu'es  or  round- 
votsels  are  qulle  Urge  and  grow 
very  rapidly  wheu  ihe  flowers  have  dropped 
■all  cut  is  made  la  the  capsules 
aud  the  milky  juice  txudes  and  collects  on 
the  ouMile.  This  is  gathered  and  lauda- 
num, paregoric,  opium,  morphia  e,  etc.,  art 
obtained  from  ll. 
Tho  snnfl  iwcr  baa  very  large  flowers  and 
great  many  se^ds  ripen  on  one  hiad. 
These  are  used  as  food  for  poultry.  The 
large  leaves  are  said  to  absorb  the  lm< 

of  the  air  aud  are  thus  very  bcallbful 
Tbe  only  Irne  boucy  la  obtained  by  Ihe  1m es 
from  the  flowers.  Iu  many  oflbo  blossoms 
tbe  pollen  Is  spread  by  tha  bees, 
of  these  ahouey  cell  Is  placed  t 
Tuns  while  the  fl  >w<n 
Ihe  bee  with  honey  aud  food ,  tb«  bee  car- 
the  po  leu  which  gives  life  to  the 
young  fruit  of  the  plant. 

None  of  the  vegetables  which  belong  to 
the  cucumber  family  as  ihe  R>cl»n,  squash, 
etc.,  conhl  be  raised  if  there  were  uo  b^es 
nuless  the  pollens  *f  the  ptitilate  and 
anienate  flowirs  were  mlx.d  by  haud. 
Tbe  grains  of  pollen  are  so  disllnct  lo  tile 
diflcrenl  flowers  that  if  a  drop  of  boucy  is 
under  a  micros  0|>e  a  penwa 
acqnaiuird  with  ihe  pollen  ol dilTeremfluw- 
■s  can  tell  from  which  kind  the  hoe  collec- 
■d  Uie  houey  whether  tbe  fields,  woods  or 
srdens. 

Tbe  most  fragrant  flowers  laipart  the 
best  flavor  to  tae  honey.    lo  some  places, 
as  Ml.  Ida  In  Crete,  Narboune  and  Cham- 
oonl.tlie    flowrrs  fninlsh  very  uice  bon.y 
hkb  Is  held  In  the  highest  cllmaiioa.

Before  the  dlff.  renl  pari 
of  Ihe  earth  were  Inhabited  by  man  tb 
plants  depooded  npou  the  wind  and  natur 
al  causes  to  spread  tbe  seed.  lo  mo-leri 
times  ibe  flowers  aud  plants  are  culthniol 
and  Ihe  seeds  are  carefully  gathered  aud 
10  plaut  the  uext  y.  ar. 
Is  pleasant  to  think  of  tbe  forethought 
of  theCreator  in  making  erci  ytliln*  so  1«cju 
tlful.  There  Is  beauty  iu  every  fl  -wer  while 
there  is  no  other  nse  of  Ibe  corolla  or  iimei 
row  ofleiflets  thau  beauty.  Evory  fl  <wci 
has  a  eal.-x  or  outer  rows  of  leaves  to  pro- 
tect It  In  Ihe  bud.  Some  fl  iwers  have  ns 
corolla  but  tbe  calyx  In  t,uch  flewcrs  la  gen- 
erally quite  showy. 

Thus  we  cau  see  while  the  flowers  mak« 
ths  girdcus,  tVlds  and  wootls  m  beainlful 
lV>  are  tilling  a  place  that  could  not  bs 
supplied  by  anything  else.  They  are  tbe 
mean,  of  furnishing  man,  U  a-.t  and  birds 
with  fo .al,  ixHidea  add  ug  many  things  of 
luxury  and  beanty.
